Thousand Dollars. 


Pittsburg, May 18.—It is officially 
announced that the A llegheny Nation­ 
al bank, whose form er cashier, Will­ 
iam Montgomery, is in Jail specifically 
charged with the m isappropriation of 
$594,000, while officers of the bank 
and of the treasury dep artm en t are 
trying to fathom still larg er apparent 
discrepancies in th e b an k ’s funds, will 
not reopen for business. 
Instead a 
notice on the door will announce that 
th e comptroller of the currency has 
taken charge and will close up the af­ 
fairs of the bank. 
It had been expected by Exam iner 
W illiam L Folds, who discovered the 
alleged 
peculations 
and 
m ade 
the 
charges against M ontgomery, and by 
tile odicers and directors of the bank 
that 
the Institution 
would 
w eather 
th e storm and be able to continue 
business. 
To this end a num ber of 
strong financial Institutions and prom ­ 
inent capitalists of the city, together 
with the directors, provided $500,000 
to meet Immediate needs or provide 
for 
possible 
em ergencies. 
At 
the 
sam e time a complete reorganization 
w as decided upon and a new cashier 
and 
other officers 
w ere 
practically 
agreed 
upon. 
A 
hitch 
occurred 
in 
th ese plans and all of one day was 
spent In conferences. 
A fter a care­ 
ful review of the situation suspension 
of the hank was decided upon as the 
only logical course. 
T he suspension of th e bank, it is 
believed, will have practically no ef­ 
fect upon commercial or financial in­ 
stitutions of the city. 
T h e hank as a 
city depository carries about $1,500,- 
90C of the city’s funds and as an ac­ 
tive stale depository over $500,000 of 
sta te funds. 
It is possible that the city may ex­ 
perience some inconvenience in hav­ 
ing the funds tied up for a time, but 
it is understood that both the state 
and city are protected against actual 
loss by bonds of surety companies. 
T he Allegheny National bank is one 
of the oldest financial institutions in 
Pittsburg. 
It was organized in 1857 
and in 1865 was chartered as a nation­ 
al bank. 
At the last call of the comp­ 
troller of the currency, Feb. 14, the 
bank showed a capital of $500,000; 
loans and discounts of $3,049,488; sur­ 
plus and undivided profits of $829,461, 
and deposits of $2,444,863.

W e believe any increase in 
the barley area from last year will be 
a m istake and farmers should give 
the m atter serious consideration be­

The barley crop raised in 190? was 
sufficient for requirements and had it 
•o t beea for manipulation the prices 
obtained for it would have been little 
lf any above the average. 
T here was 
a com bination of causes that led to 
the abnormal prices obtained for bar­ 
ley during the fall months of 1907, 
partly natural and partly artificial. 
la the first piers thor# was an en­ 
tire clean up of all stocks of barley 
and malt from the previous crop and 
■oldsters w ere anxious buyers of first 
offerings. 
It will be remembered that 
the autumn and early fail weather 
was very unfavorable for threshing and 
m arketing barley and the slow move- , 
maut resulting from this led m alsters I 
to believe that the crop would again 
be Insufficient. 
Aside from these n e t-i 
ural causes there Ie but little doubt i 
that the A m ericas Malting com pany 
•tarted buying, with the first offerings, 
having in mind the deliberate inten- 
lion of buying as much of the crop as ' 
possible and controlling It. Had it not 
been for the financial panic of Octo- I 
her It is possible they would have 
been successful in carrying the deal I 
through and maintaining 
prices for 
barley right up to the new crop ot 
1908, but they were not successful 
and barley and malt can now be oi 
tained for prices 20 to 25 per cent less 
than prevailed last fall; in fact, there 
Is a cargo of Duluth barley, shipped 
to Buffalo last fall, still looking for a 
customer. 
Aside from ail this, however, is the 
demoralized condition in which the 
brewing trad e finds itself and th e c e r­ 
tainty that th ere will be a decreased 
dem and 
for malt 
during 
the crop I 
years of 
1908-9. 
W hether 
this de­ 
crease in demand will be large or 
small will cut littls figure, as th e crop 
raised last year was m ore than suffi­ 
cient for requirem ents. 
A farm er, of course, knows best the 
condition of his soil and what crop it 
is best adapted to this year, but it 
does seem that any land on which 
barley 
was cultured 
could 
raise a 
good crop of oats, or possibly a good 
crop of flaxseed. 
Possibly oats will 
not bring the price they did this year. 
In fact, it is altogether likely they will 
not. 
N evertheless, there is nothing 
in the situation to suggest that any 
crop of 
oats that could 
be raised 
would prove burdensome. 
In the case of flaxseed some dissat- 
Isf action has arisen because of the 
relatively 
poor 
prices obtained 
for 
seed last fall as compared with wheat, 
barley and oats. but that condition is 
not likely to occur again tWs fall, and 
that the natural value of flax over 
wheat, for instance, is asserting itself, 
shows by the relative prices of new 
crop flax and new crop wheat. 
In the 
case of flaxseed $1.25 is bid today 
(May 14th) for Septem ber and Octo 
ber seed, as compared with 92 cents 
for S eptem ber wheat, thus 
m aking 
the flaxseed 33Vfe per cent m ore than 
w heat, and at that price it 
should 
prove a profitable crop. 
As to th e new barley prices there 
has not as yet been any suggestion of 
prices for th e new crop, but we are 
firmly satisfied that unless som e acci­

Th# flax crop Is sown late as a rule. 
This in a gra'n growing area la a 
great advantage, as it m akes it pos­ 
sible to sow the other crops earlier 
than flax and also to reap them earlier, 
thus dividing better the work of the 
seed tim e and the harveet. The month 
of May is the usual time for Bowing 
flax in the American Northwest, bu. 
it is more commonly sown late In May 
and during the first half of June than 
earlier. 
Good crops of flax have been 
grown aowa aa lata as the end of 
June, but an early autumn frost would 
undoubtedly nip such crops. 
T he best 
season for Bowing, ail things consld 
ared, la the tost half of May. 
More frequently the land is plowed 
for flax in the spring than in the au­ 
tumn. 
T he aim ie to put on land 
broken from graaa. 
When the break­ 
ing is new the plowing la shallow, 
not more than three to four Inches. 
When from tim othy sod it is about 
four Inches. 
In the future not very 
distant nearly all the flax grown will 
be produced from 
tame grace sod. 
The plowing should bo carefully done, 
all the ground being turned over. 
It 
should then bo rolled at once with a 
heavy roller 
to make it 
even and 
smooth. 
Than, if the plowing is done 
early, It should be disked to ald in 
the retention <ff moisture and probably 
also harrowed. 
When treated thus 
the plowing should 
be done 
early 
rather than tote. 
The aim should be to sow tho crop 
VSI th tho drill. 
It should be sown 
■hallow, as shallow as the drill will 
■ow it to cover It, unless where the 
danger is present that the soil will 
blow. 
The seedbed should be fine 
and firm, but not necessarily deep. 
From one-half to one bushel of seed 
is sown per acre. 
When the soil is 
well prepared and the seed is good 
not more than half a bushel of seed 
is used and it is seldom that more 
than three pocks are necessary. 
Under all conditions, unless w here 
the farm er grows all his own seed 
and Is absolutely sure th at flax wilt 
is not present, he should tre a t his 
seed with a solution of form aldehyde 
before sow ing it. 
This is best done 
by first cleaning the seed. 
T his is 
Important, as formalin will not kill 
the fungous germ s found on bits of 
straw, chaff or old, shriveled seeds. 
The solution is one pound of form al­ 
dehyde to forty-five gallons of w ater. 
The seed is spread on a floor and is 
shoveled over constantly to p revent 
particles from adhering when wetted. 
The solution should be applied slow­ 
ly and evenly by using a force pum p 
with a finely perforated nozzle and 
which throw s a fine, mistlike spray. 
One-half 
gallon is called 
for to a 
bushel of flax. 
If the flax wilt once 
gets into th e ground there is no say­ 
ing when th at ground will be free 
from it. 
At present the waste of flax fiber is 
enormous. 
T he straw is nearly all 
burned. 
Recently, however, the m an­ 
ufacture of 
the str w Into binding 
twine has been begun. 
Much of the 
straw will probably be used In th a t 
way in the 
future 
Both 
flax and 
straw' are purchased for such work, 
the flax being 
separated from 
the 
straw at the mills. 
A longer fiber is 
wanted for this work than is usually 
grown. 
Nearly all the flax grown in the 
United S ta tes is ground and oil ex­ 
tracted therefrom . 
The larger por­ 
tion by far of the oil cake resulting is 
sent to Europe. 
This is not only a 
grand food for live stock, when fed in 
moderation, but it is exceedingly rich 
in fertilizing ingredients. 
T hese are

T he flax crop of the United States 
is all 
grown virtually 
in 
th irteen 
states. 
T hese grew in 1906 2,505,927 
acres and the entire crop grown was 
25.57G.146 bushels. 
The average yield 
was 
10.2 bushels per acre and the 
average price paid to the grow er was 
$1,013 per bushel. 
Of this en tire crop 
the three states of North Dakota, Min­ 
nesota aud 
South Dakota grew re­ 
spectively 1,465.745, 431,048 and 879,- 
100 acres, or a total of 2,275,793 acres. 
The sam e three states grew that year 
a total of 23,227,904 bushels. 
T h e pro­ 
duction of the other ten states was, 
therefore, 
only 
2,349,242 
bushels. 
Practically, then, almost the entire 
crop of flax comes from these three 
states. 
T he average yield that year 
In North Dakota was 9.9 bushels, in 
South D akota 10.5 and in M innesota 
14. or m ore than the average of the 
wheat the sam e season. 
More than 
half the crop of 1906 was produced in 
North Dakota. 
It was worth to th* 
farm ers of that state in th a t year 
$14,801,094. 
T he great value of the 
flax crop to these three states is very 
apparent. 
T he yields of the flax crop in all 
th e se states may be greatly increased 
bv 
improved 
methods 
of 
tillage 
Much of the prop is sown on land ill 
prepared to receive the seed and as a 
result the yields are 50 per cent lower 
than they would otherwise be.

port Issued by the Saskatchew an de­ 
partm ent 
of 
agriculture 
contains 
some valuable and interesting infor­ 
mal ion on th e subject of flax raising 
and gives a comparison of the yield 
of wheat and flax per acre and the re­ 
spective prices obtained during the 
past three years. 
The average yearly 
yield of flaxseed is placed at tw elve 
bushels per acre and of w heat about 
nineteen 
and 
one-half 
bushels 
per 
acre. 
As regards prices the report 
goes on to say that as high as $1.38 
per bushel w as paid for flaxseed last 
year and 
th e average 
price about 
$1.27. 
How far th e raising of flax would 
be a profitable venture for new s e t­ 
tlers is an im portant question and 
well worthy of 
every consideration 
from the fa rm e r’s point of view. 
To 
obtain the most satisfactory results 
in flaxseed it must not be sown year 
after year in the same soil; 
th e re 
should be a proper rotation of crops. 
The best results are always got w hen 
flaxseed is sown after the first b rea k ­ 
ing of the prairie sod. 
To new set­ 
tlers flaxseed is one of the m ost satis­ 
factory and profitable crops to deal 
with, not only because it can be sown 
later than aay other crop, but also 
because w hen sown on first breaking 
it prepares th e land for a w heat crop 
the following year. 
Thus the farm er 
gets the advantage of a good paying 
crop the first year from land which 
would otherw ise yield him no return 
at all and he has a bigger crop o, 
wheat on th e same soil the followfin 
years, because the flax crop rots thv 
sod and disintegrates it.
